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Tondu care 
home deputy 
manager stole 
£6,000 from 
the residents 


THE deputy man¬ 
ager of a Tondu care 
home stole more 
than £6,000 from 
vulnerable residents 
between 2008 and 
2011, it was stated 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Andrea Ricketts, 44, 
wrote a letter to the court 
saying she was “abjectly 
sorry” for her offending. 

Ricketts, a woman 
with no previous convic¬ 
tions, of Brown Street, 
Maesteg, admitted one 
charge of fraud and four 
of theft. 

She also asked the 
court to take into consid¬ 
eration 11 offences of 
theft. 

She was jailed for four 
months, the sentence sus¬ 
pended for 18 months, 
and she was also ordered 
to carry out 150 hours

unpaid work, and to be 
treated for her alco¬ 
holism. 

Judge Neil Bidder said 
that her addiction was 
“important mitigation”. 

He added: “Those 
people were in your care 
and you had a position of 
particular responsibility. 
You have lost your good 
character and you will 
never regain it. 

“Your ability as a care 
person is now lost to 
society. You stole money 
from old people you 
were there to protect. 
The offences were the 
result of long-term alco¬ 
holism.” 

The judge said he was 
satisfied that Ricketts 
was sorry for what she 
had done. 

“Your thinking was 


impaired by your addic¬ 
tion and you have had 
psychiatric difficulties. 

“Your marriage has 
broken down and you are 
still coping with that.” 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said Ricketts 
was the deputy manager 
of the Foxtroy Care 
Home in Tondu. It cared 
for men and women, 
some suffering from 
dementia. 

One of those stolen 
from was 75-year-old 
Audrey Evans, who had 
many health problems 
and rarely left the prem¬ 
ises. 

Her bank card was 
kept in an office and 
Ricketts used it to steal 
£5,000 when she came 
across her PIN number. 

The offences came to 
light when the manager 
of the home came across 
Mrs Evans’ bank state¬ 
ment, and as a result of 
what was revealed, the 
police were called. 

Ricketts later said she 
had had “big problems”. 

Other thefts were also 
discovered in connection 
with pocket money the 
residents had.

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Simon tackles 
half marathon 
in wheelchair

BRYNTIRION’S 
Simon Green admit¬ 
ted he had fulfilled 
a lifelong ambition 
after completing the 
Lloyds TSB Cardiff 
Half Marathon at 
the weekend - rais¬ 
ing more than 
£1,000 (and count¬ 
ing) in the process. 

The 35-year-old, who 
suffers from neurofibro¬ 
matosis, was one of over 
15,000 to take to the 
streets of the Welsh capi¬ 
tal, but one of only two 
to do so in a wheelchair. 

Simon clocked a time 
of 2 hrs lOmins and, with 
the total amount to be 
donated to Safer Wales’ 
Prevent Hate Campaign 
well into £1,000 and ris¬ 
ing, he was left feeling 
overcome with pride. 

“It is something I have 
always wanted to do and 
I am really chuffed to 
have done it. The weath¬ 
er conditions were per¬ 
fect and I was pleased to 
get around the course,” 
he said. 

“It is the first time I 
have done anything hke 
that and I didn’t have a 
proper racing chair. 

“If I was to do it 
again, I would try and 
borrow one. 

“But it is something I 
can tick off and say that I 
have done now and that 
is something that no-one 
can take away from me. 

“I was doing it to raise 
awareness for disability 
hate crime and the total is 
at about £1,200 as we 
speak and I do hope to 
get it up to £1,500 or 
£1,600. 

“It is a massive prob¬ 
lem and it’s a subject that 


is massively close to my 
heart, and I’ve had to 
learn to deal with it but 
some people are so 
scared by the harassment 
they won’t go out.” 

The race was started 
by Olympic silver medal¬ 
list Jamie Baulch and the 
former 400m runner, 
from Newport, paid trib¬ 
ute to the people that 
took part including 
Simon. 

“It’s just fantastic to 
have so many people 
competing,. From the 
elite to just the fun run¬ 
ner., everyone enjoyed 
themselves,” said Baulch 
- a former world indoor 
and outdoor and 
European champion. 

“The weather was 
superb, not too hot and 
not too cold and having 
done it in the past myself 
I know just how much 
everyone appreciated 
that. 

“It’s a great advert for 
Cardiff, as well; I think 
it’s one of the prettiest 
cities in Britain and peo¬ 
ple are hopefully getting 
the chance to come here 
and see that. 

“The race has been 
going on for nine years 
and I did it last year, but 
to be honest, when I 
sounded the hooter I had 
a moment where I was 
gutted that I wasn’t out 
there running as well. 

I’ve properly turned into 
a jogger these days!”

LEGAL BATTLE 
OVER AT LAST? 


THE shadow Welsh 
regeneration minis¬ 
ter has called for 
urgent action to 
secure and restore 
the Margam 

Opencast site at 
Kenfig Hill. 

He is making the call 
in the wake of a decision 
by the Court of Appeal 
this week to reject an 
appeal lodged by site 
operators Celtic Energy 
against the refusal of 
planning consent to 
extend the mine west¬ 
wards towards Margam. 

Byron Davies, the 
Welsh Conservative AM 
for South Wales West, 
recently visited Cefn 
Cribwr and spoke to res¬ 
idents whose homes 
overlook the mine. 

He said: “I was 

shocked at the depth of 
the void and the scale of 
these excavations. 

“People in Kenfig 


Hill and Cefn have lived 
with opencast mining in 
this area for 60 years and 
it’s time to say enough is 
enough. 

“This site has been on 
stop since Celtic 
Energy’s planning con¬ 
sent expired and now 
their attempts to extend 
the mine have been 
rejected by the courts, as 
well as by both Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council, Neath Port 
Talbot Council and the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government. 

“They have fought 
this every inch of the 
way right up to the court 
of appeal and lost at 
every stage. It is time for 
them to realise that the 
scheme is doomed. 

“Nobody wants it and 
they should get on with 
the task of filling this 
void with the huge 
mounds of waste that 
they have dug out during 
the coaling process.

“Yes, it will be expen¬ 
sive for them but that 
was always the price that 
they were going to have 
to pay for the right to 
extract coal here. The 
day has dawned when 
they must pay up and put 
right decades of 
despoilation.” 

Mr Davies wrote to 
both councils about the 
state of the abandoned 
mine and asked what 
measures were being 
taken to implement the 
terms of the planning 
consent, which stated 
that restoration work 
should commence once 
the mine had reached the 
limits of its area. 

He was told by both 
councils that stringent 
conditions were attached 
to earlier planning con¬ 
sents requiring the 
restoration and aftercare 
of the site. 

He said: “These con¬ 
ditions include backfill¬ 
ing the void which was 
to have commenced 
within two months of the 
coaling ceasing. This 
work should have been 
completed by December 
2010, but it has not start¬ 
ed because of the new 
application to extend the 
mine. That meant that 
everything was in limbo 
until the final decision 
was made - and this has 
only happened this 
week.” 

Coaling operations 
ceased in October 2008 
and since then, the firm 
has mothballed the site 
until a decision on 
whether the mining 
could be continued had 


been taken. 

Mr Davies also raised 
with both councils com¬ 
plaints from residents 
that children were get¬ 
ting into the site and 
risking their safety 
because of the water that 
has built up in the void. 

BCBC had told Mr 
Davies that the void lies 
over the Neath Port 
Talbot side of the bound¬ 
ary and a site visit was 
being arranged by offi¬ 
cers from both councils 
to look at things like site 
security, pumping the 
water from the void and 
pollution control. 

Both councils had 
told Mr Davies that the 
issue of restoration had 
been complicated by the 
fact that the site had 
been sold by Celtic 
Energy to a company 
called Oak 

Regeneration, registered 
in the British Virgin 
islands. 

Mr Davies added: 
“This has obviously 
made things much hard¬ 
er for both councils. But 
this company has obliga¬ 
tions and duties to the 
people of this area. 

“It would be totally 
wrong for them to have 
to wait any longer for 
action - but there is no 
reason why the hard 
pressed council taxpay¬ 
ers of Bridgend and 
Neath Port Talbot should 
pick up this bill. 

“Both councils must 
pursue this firm to 
ensure that the work is 
done in accordance with 
the planning conditions 
laid down.”

PRIME Cymru, the 
Welsh charity 
founded by Prince 
Charles to help peo¬ 
ple over 50 find jobs

proportions, with 
246 million people 
worldwide suffering 
from the condition. 

By 2025, this figure is 
expected to rise to £380 
million, an increase of 
some 54 per cent. 

In the UK, there are 
some 2.5 million people 
confirmed as suffering 
from the condition, a 
number that is expected 
to increase to 4 million 
or by 60 per cent by 
2025 . 

This suggests that in 
the UK the condition 
will be growing faster 
than elsewhere in the 
world. These numbers 
could be much worse, 
because it is estimated 
that there are another

We have 
already had a number of 
people come forward to 
run it, and I am hoping 
that we will get enough 
to keep it going as a 
daily service.” 

She said that the 
library may be moved to 
a different area at the 
hall, freeing up space for 
other activities. 

“The council is letting 
us keep the book stock 
and we are hoping we 
can come to an arrange¬ 
ment to get it rotated so 
that people have choice. 

“I would also hope 
that we can organise a 
book request system 
where people can order 
books with us, but at the 
moment nothing final 
has been decided.”

ENTERPRISING students 
from Bridgend College and 
pupils from Dolau Primary 
School have composed an 
original hip-hop song ‘Bee 
Power’ to highlight the 
plight of the Bumblebee 
and fundraise to save this 
incredible insect. 

Two species of this vitally 
important pollinator have become 
extinct in Britain in the last 70 
years, largely due to loss of habi¬ 
tat, and unless something is done 
further extinctions will follow 
with dire consequences: 

“If the bee disappears from the 
surface of the earth, man would 
have no more than four years to 


live” - Albert Einstein. 

The launch of ‘BEE Power’ 
took place in the Sony Theatre, 
Bridgend College, on Monday, 
October 17. The song will be 
available to download for 79p on 
iTunes, Amazon mp3, Spotify, 
medianet, emusic, zune, rhapsody, 
nokia, iheart radio, VerveLife, 
Tesco. 

Bridgend’s young eco-warriors 
hope to raise over £5,000 with just 
40,000 sales of ‘Bee Power’ need¬ 
ed to chart at No 1. The money 
raised will go to the National 
Bumblebee Conservation Trust 
and Size of Wales. 

This innovative idea came 
about when Claire George, the 
UK’s ‘Most Enterprising 
Lecturer’ (2009) encouraged her 


IT students to take up this project 
as part of the college’s biodiversi¬ 
ty strategy, and they joined forces 
with music production students 
and lecturer Adam Richards to 
produce the song. 

Kyle Kemble, a Bridgend 
College student involved in the 
production of the track, explained 
why he was so excited to be part 
of Bee Power: “Now we know just 
how much this planet’s survival 
depends on the humble bumble¬ 
bee, we want to do everything we 
can to raise awareness.

RUSSIAN CHOIR AGAIN 
A RESOUNDING 
SUCCESS AT EWENNY 


A VISITING Russian 
Choir has again proved to 
be a resounding success at 
the Ewenny Arts Festival. 

Voskresenergie, translated as 
The Resurrection and conducted 
by Yuri Maruk, performed at 
Ewenny Priory Church on 
October 13 to a packed audience. 

As in previous years, tickets 
had sold out well in advance of 
the night. 

In the first half, the choir per¬ 
formed religious songs and in the 
second, traditional folk songs, a 
format popular with an audience - 
many of whom had listened to the 
choir on at least three previous 
occasions! 

The programme opened with 
Blessed is the Man by Ippotitov- 
Ivanov, quickly followed by 
works including Rachmaninov’s 
Hail O Virgin, Birthgiver of God 
and Caccini’s Ave Maria. 

Other notable renditions were 
of works by Archangelsky, 
Bortniansky and Christov. Solo 
performances were powerful and 


yet poignant, enhanced by the 
Priory’s ancient acoustics; allow¬ 
ing the imagination passage back 
to the hauntingly beautiful chants 
of the Benedictines.

Anatoly Artamonov’s basso- 
profundo was nothing short of 
exceptional and was met with a 
standing ovation. The evening 
ended, again with the audience on 
their feet following the choir’s 
interpretation of Kalinka. 

Before taking their leave, the 
choir explained that Ewenny 
Priory is their favourite place to 
perform and that they will be 
returning next October. 

Prior to the evening perform¬ 
ance, the Russians had been inter¬ 
viewed on the Roy Noble pro¬ 
gramme. 

The special guests were Jane 
Hutt, AM for the Vale of 


Glamorgan, the Mayor and 
Mayoress of the County Borough 
of Bridgend, and Coun Ray 
Thomas from the Vale. 

Voskresenergie is a chamber 
choir which was formed in 1933. 
All its members have studied at 
the St Petersburg Conservatoir of 
Music. 

Anatoly Artamonov, the basso- 
profundo, is one of only two 
singers in St Petersburg able to 
reach the lowest notes scored in 
Rachmaninov’s Vespers. 

The conductor, Yuri Maruk, 
has led the Novosibirsk Chamber 
Choir, the Waldimir Minin Choir 
in Moscow, the Marininski 
Theatre Sacred Music Choir and 
the St Petersburg Radio and 
Television Choir. 

The choir has performed exten¬ 
sively throughout Russia and also 
in Germany, Switzerland, Prance, 
Italy, Austria and the United 
Kingdom.

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CANNABIS 
PRODUCER 
PAYS £31,000 
PENALTY 


A CANNABIS pro¬ 
ducer has been 
ordered to pay 
£31,591 under a 
Proceeds of Crime 
Act hearing held at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Nicholas Walsh, 36, 
of Meadow Street, 
Maesteg, had pleaded 
guilty to two charges of 
producing cannabis, 
and was jailed for two 
years, three months. 

The court heard that 
police discovered he 
was growing 104 
cannabis plants. 


One crop could have 
resulted in cannabis 
being produced worth 
£70,000. 

But the plants were 
also capable of produc¬ 
ing four crops a year, 
with cannabis of a 
street value of £275,000. 

Prosecutor Stephen 
Harmes said it was 
agreed that Walsh’s 
benefit was £50,000 - 
but realisable amounts 
available, including 
cash and the equity on 
his home, were 
£31,591.53. 

Walsh was ordered 
to pay that sum within 


six months, otherwise 
he will receive a further 
15 months in prison. 

His co-defendant, 
Simon Bailey, 32, of 
Bridgend Road, 

Maesteg, also admitted 
producing cannabis 
and was jailed for two 
years, three months. 

He was not proceed¬ 
ed with under the 
Proceeds of Crime Act. 

Mr Harmes said 
Bailey was the gardener 
of the plants, and Walsh 
was the organiser of the 
operation.

When arrested, Ricketts’ home was searched and 
the police discovered she had serious financial diffi¬ 
culties, as well as alcohol and gambling problems. 

The total amount she stole, said Mr Howells, was 
£6,033, and altogether there were 15 victims. 

Her counsel, Stephen Thomas, said: “She 
acknowledges she was in a position of trust in 
respect of vulnerable persons. 

“Her best mitigation is her guilty plea, her full 
and frank admissions. 

“There is real and serious remorse and she does 
not in any way seek to minimise what she has done. 
She is deeply ashamed of finding herself in this 
position and wants to apologise publicly.”

Mother plans civil action in 
wake of murder conviction 


THE mother of the murdered 
schoolgirl, Rebecca Aylward, 
has announced that she intends 
to bring a civil action, in the 
wake of the conviction of 
Joshua Davies for murder. 

Sonia Oatley, speaking at a press 
conference in Bridgend, said that the 
civil action would be aimed at the indi¬ 
viduals who, she believes, may have 
known about the threat to Rebecca. 

Rebecca, 15, was murdered by 
Joshua Davies, who battered her to 
death in a wood in Aberkenfig. 


Davies was jailed for a minimum of 
14 years in September. 

Mrs Oatley is reported to have told 
the press conference that a lawyer act¬ 
ing on her behalf has seen a series of 
social media messages which were not 
presented at the trial. 

She said that the police did not 
intend to take action, but that she 
would not let it drop and planned a 
civil action - and that the action would 
be against more than one individual. 

South Wales Police declined to com¬ 
ment.

This year, the Office of the 
Children’s Commissioner for 
Wales is celebrating its 10-year 
anniversary - and Porthcawl 
Comprehensive School was 
invited to join in the celebra¬ 
tion by attending the launch of 
its ‘Annual Report’. 

On October 5, Keith Towler pub¬ 
lished his report for 2010/2011, 
describing all of the work that the 
commissioner and his team have done 
over the last year. 

The report also contains all of the 
issues that children and young people 
in Wales have raised. 

Keith Towler is the Children’s 
Commissioner for Wales. His job is to 
stand up and speak out for children 
and young people. 

His aim is to make sure that chil¬ 
dren and young people are kept safe 
and that they know about, and can 
access, their rights. 

Every child and young person under 
18 has rights which are called the 
United Nations Convention on the 
Rights of the Child (UNCRC). 

It is the Children’s Commissioner 
for Wales’ job to raise awareness of the 
UNCRC.

School, lessons on rights and responsi¬ 
bilities are integrated into our PSE 
programme and help us elect our class 
and year representatives for the school 
council. 

The UNCRC forms the basis of our 
school aims. 

The day itself started when we 
arrived at the Senedd building. The 
fifteen pupils from Porthcawl 
Comprehensive were Lowri Patterson, 
Adam Mounce, Nathan Lewis,Hannah 
Beesley, Hee Chan Kang, Ross 
Waters, Tom Parsons, Sophie 
Rees,Rebecca Wardman, Layla Millar, 
Jack Davies, Heaven Heanue,Tom 
Hunt, Hannah Weaver, Efion Wilkins. 

Eirstly, we had a tour into the 


Siambr. Then we met with Carwyn 
Jones AM, the Eirst Minister who is 
the head of the Welsh Government and 
is appointed by her the Queen. 

He is responsible for everything the 
Welsh Government does. We had the 
chance to ask him some questions, 
Lowri asked how he intended to 
engage young people’s interest in pol¬ 
itics and we are sure he was surprised 
when he asked if Lowri had any ideas 
on that, she did!

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£48M SCHOOL 
REBUILDING 
PROJECT GETS 
GREEN LIGHT

THE ambitious 
plan to bring four 
schools in the 
Penarth area 
together on one site 
seems to be on 
track after the 
Welsh Government 
confirmed a £34 
million grant. 

Last week, the Vale 
Council announced that 
it had secured the grant, 
enabling it to proceed 
with the project, which 
is entitled the ‘Penarth 
Learning Community’. 

The ambitious £48m 
scheme consists of a 
mainstream comprehen¬ 
sive school co-located 
with a school providing 
education and care for 
pupils with a wide spec¬ 
trum of learning needs. 

A Vale Council 
spokeswoman said: 
“The innovative vision 
will provide modern. 


flexible facilities to 
replace the current St 
Cyres School buildings, 
and those of Ysgol Erw’r 
Delyn Special School, 
Ysgol Maes Dyfan 
Special School and 
Ashgrove Special 
School.” 

The next step will be 
to gain the Welsh 
Government’s approval 
to re-organise the 
schools. This requires a 
statutory process to be 
followed, and this starts 
with a month-long con¬ 
sultation on the propos¬ 
als, from October 17 to 
November 17. 

The council is then 
required to publish a 
statutory notice, allow a 
month-long objection 
period and finally, send 
it to the Welsh 
Government for deter¬ 
mination. 


This process will not 
be concluded much 
before the summer of 
2012. Planning permis¬ 
sion will also be 
required and this will be 
sought early in 2012. 

This means that work 
on the Penarth Learning 
Community (PLC) 
should begin in October 
2012, once all necessary 
approvals have been 
secured. 

The Leader of the 
Vale Council, Coun 
Gordon Kemp, said: 
“We are very pleased 
that our innovative pro¬ 
posals for the Penarth 
Learning Community 
have been supported. 

“We now look for¬ 
ward to converting our 
plans into an educational 
facility which will bring 
enormous benefits to 
pupils, staff and the 


wider community.” 

Dr Jonathan Hicks, 
the headteacher of 
St.Cyres School, said: 
“We welcome the Welsh 
Government’s financial 
commitment to this 
scheme. 

“The rebuilding of 
St.Cyres is urgently 
required in order for us 
to continue providing 
high quality education 
for our pupils. 

“I should like to thank 
the local authority for its 
work in enabling us to 
reach this stage. 

“The designs for the 
new school building are 
exciting, vibrant and 
will provide a focus for 
the whole of the local 
community. 

“This will be a flag¬ 
ship project of which the 
Welsh Government and 
the local authority can 
be justifiably proud”. 

The headteacher of 
Ashgrove Special 
School, Chris Britten, 
said: “We welcome this 
financial support from 
the Welsh Government. 

“The facilities and co- 
location of health and 
social services, along¬ 
side education that the 
PLC will provide, will 
have a very positive 
effect on the outcomes 
for pupils with addition¬ 
al learning needs. 

“We also recognise 
and pay tribute to the 
long term commitment 
of the Vale Council and 
the Welsh Government 
to this project and the 
benefits it will deliver. 

“We now look for¬ 
ward to working with 
our partner agencies to 
deliver a first class facil¬ 
ity for the community.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
has also welcomed the 
announcement: “With 
the Vale Council com¬ 
mitting their financial 
share to the Welsh 
Government’s £34 mil¬ 
lion grant, this £48m 
pioneering project will 
be a landmark for inclu¬ 
sive education in Wales 
and the UK,” she said. 


^Risk of pollution’ 
to be dealt ’with at 
Brofiscin Quarry 


ENVIRONMENT Agency 
Wales’ contractors start engi¬ 
neering work on October 17 to 
manage the risk of pollution 
from Brofiscin Quarry, near 
Groesfaen, Llantrisant, which 
was used as a waste tip during 
the 1960s. 

The work will take approximately 
14 weeks to complete. 

The remediation works, part of a 
£Llm project at the site, will include 
an engineered cap, with vapour and 
surface water controls, installed over 
the waste in the quarry. 

Capping the quarry will prevent 
rainwater running into the contaminat¬ 
ed land, significantly reducing water 
pollution from the quarry. 

It will also stop people and animals 
coming into contact with the waste. 

The site and surrounding area will 
be comprehensively monitored during 
and after construction to make sure the 
work is successful. 

Environment Agency Wales has 
worked closely with Rhondda Cynon 


Taf County Borough Council to better 
understand the situation at the quarry. 

The agency carried out detailed 
investigations to assess the impact the 
site was having on the local water 
environment. 

Gareth O’Shea, from Environment 
Agency Wales, said: “This is the cul¬ 
mination of detailed investigations into 
the site and we are very pleased to start 
this work. 

“These kinds of sites are an ugly 
reminder of the unregulated bad prac¬ 
tices which are, thankfully, a thing of 
the past. 

“The cap will effectively keep rain¬ 
water from the waste so the water does 
not become contaminated and will 
reduce the risk of pollution. 

“It will also act as a barrier, so 
wildlife and local people will not come 
into contact with the waste if they enter 
the quarry.” 

Mr O’Shea added: “We will contin¬ 
ue with a comprehensive monitoring 
programme after the work is complet¬ 
ed to make sure the cap does its job 
properly and protects the people and 
the environment around the quarry.”

Many people face the prospect of freezing in 
their homes or not being able to make a hot meal 
because their gas appliances have let them down - 
just when they are needed most. 

The Gas Safe Register and National Grid issue 
essential safety advice to help get the public ready 
for the colder months ahead. 

Badly fitted and poorly-serviced gas appliances 
can result in life-threatening emergencies. 

During the festive fortnight in 2009-10, the 
National Grid received almost 99,380 gas leak call 
outs. If left, gas leaks can cause gas explosions and 
fires. 

A spokesman for the Gas Safe Register said: 
“Bad weather highlights how much we rely on gas 
to keep us warm, so it’s important that gas appli¬ 
ances are working safely and don’t break down 
when we need them. 

“As a survey of Gas Safe registered engineers 
highlighted, the winter months are very busy for 
gas engineer call outs and they say that most prob¬ 
lems they come across are caused by a lack of 
maintenance. 

“If your appliances do let you down suddenly in 
severe winter weather, a gas engineer may not 


always be able to get out to you to fix it straight 
away. 

“This worry can be avoided if you prepare for 
the winter by making sure your gas boilers, cook¬ 
ers and fires have been annually serviced by a Gas 
Safe registered engineer.” 

Gas Safe Register and National Grid are issuing 
tips to help you stay warm and safe this winter: 

• To make sure your gas appliances work safely 
and don’t let you down in the cold, get them ‘safe¬ 
ty checked’ and serviced regularly, ideally once a 
year. 

• Always use a Gas Safe registered engineer to 
fix, fit and service your gas appliances - it’s the 
law and will help keep you safe. Ask for the engi¬ 
neer’s Gas Safe ID card. 

• Carbon monoxide is a deadly gas produced by 
badly fitted and poorly serviced gas appliances. 
Look out for danger signs - sooty stains on or 
around appliances, floppy yellow flames (instead 
of crisp blue ones) and excessive condensation are 
all indications that your gas appliances aren’t 
working properly and could be producing carbon 
monoxide.

Lecturer is back in 
class from Cambodia 


CARDIFF and 
Vale College lectur¬ 
er Jane Wyatt has 
returned after 
spending the sum¬ 
mer teaching 
schoolchildren in 
remote parts of 
Cambodia. 

Her trip was part of a 
project to promote cul¬ 
tural exchange and 
establish a network of 
outreach schools in the 
poorest areas of devel¬ 
oping countries. 

Jane, a part time lec¬ 
turer in counselling at 
the college’s Vale sites, 
and counsellor at UWC 
Atlantic College, taught 
at schools in the remote 
Rattanakiri area in north 
east Cambodia. 

The visit was organ¬ 
ised through the United 
World Schools project 
via Atlantic College. 

The United World 
Schools’ Initiative was 


set up by former 
Atlantic College student 
Chris Howarth. 

Following a posting 
to Cambodia with the 
Voluntary Services 
Overseas six years ago, 
he decided to return to 
the country and develop 
schools in the outlying 
villages of Rattan^ri. 

Jane was accompa¬ 
nied by Chris Howarth, 
two students from 
Atlantic College and 
about a dozen students 
from other colleges that 
are part of the United 
World Colleges net¬ 
work. They visited four 
villages, each at differ¬ 
ent stages of educational 
development. 

In Tien village, Jane 
helped teach lessons at a 
school being developed 
with United World 
Schools, where up to 
140 children would turn 
up each day at 7am. The 
visitors took it in turns 
to teach. 


Jane reported: “With 
scarce resources and no 
way of popping to the 
shop to replenish stocks, 
I soon learned to make a 
few materials go a long 
way.” 

During her stay in the 
villages, Jane shared the 
villagers’ hospitality, 
homes and food. 
“Sleeping in a ham¬ 
mock, washing at the 
pump with the local 
women and ‘visiting’ 
the forest in the night 
accompanied by fireflies 
will stay in my memory 
forever!” Jane said. 

“It was a great privi¬ 
lege to learn something 
of Khmer history, both 
ancient and modem, and 
to spend time with the 
people of Cambodia 
while visiting their most 
beautiful country.”

Chocolate Beetroot Brownies 
by Jane Baxter, Riverford Field Kitchen, taken 
from the Riverford Farm Cook Book. 

Makes about 9. 

Ingredients: 

250g dark chocolate, chopped 
200g unsalted butter, cut into cubes 
250 beetroot, cooked 
3 eggs 

a drop of vanilla extract 
200g caster sugar 
50g cocoa powder 
50g rice flour (ground rice) 

1 tsp baking powder 
lOOg ground almonds 

Put the chocolate and butter into a large bowl 
and place it over a pan of simmering water, making 
sure the water doesn’t touch the base of the bowl. 
Leave to melt, then remove from the heat. 

Puree the cooked beetroot in a food processor. 
Add the eggs one at a time, followed by the vanilla 
and sugar, and mix until smooth. 

Sift the cocoa powder, rice flour and baking 
powder into a bowl and stir in the ground almonds. 
Stir the beetroot mixture into the melted chocolate 
and then fold in the dry ingredients. 

Use baking parchment to line a rectangular tin, 
roughly 28x18cm. Pour in the mixture and place 
in an oven preheated to 180°C/Gas Mark 4. Bake 
for 30-35 minutes, until just firm to the touch. It’s 
important not to overcook brownies; a skewer 
inserted in the centre should come out slightly 
sticky. Leave to cool in the tin and then cut into 
squares.

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Musketeers 
lack the 
old-fashioned 
derring-do! 


A S damaging 
to my ego as 
it is, it is a 
fact that while a 
critic’s job is to cri¬ 
tique, ultimately 
the general public 
will decide what is 
a success and what 
is a failure. 

This particularly 
applies to British direc¬ 
tor Paul W S Anderson, 
whose films, including 
Resident Evil, Alien Vs 
Predator and Death 
Race, have been com¬ 
mercially well received 
but have been fodder for 
critics to gorge them¬ 
selves on. 

Ploughing on regard¬ 
less, Anderson has 
become a strong figure 
in genre filmmaking (the 
Resident Evil franchise 
which he kickstarted has 
earned nearly $700mil- 
lion worldwide) and his 
latest film sees him 
bring his own spin to the 
tale of The Three 
Musketeers. 

Young D’Artagnan 
(Logan Lerman) tracks 
down the musketeers 
(played by Luke Evans, 
Ray Stevenson and 
Matthew Macfadyen), 
who are now down on 
their luck. However, 
the four of them will 
need to unite in order to 
stop the villainous dou¬ 
ble agent Milady de 
Winter (Milla Jovovich) 
who, along with 
Cardinal Richelieu 
(Christoph Waltz), sets 
in motion a plan to seize 
the French throne and 
setting Europe on course 
for war... 

Like him or not, Paul 
W S Anderson certainly 
knows his way around 
the action movie genre, 
and can certainly deliver 
spectacle, if not sub¬ 
stance. 

So given that this take 
on the traditional 
Alexandre Dumas story 
would be delivered in 
what Anderson referred 
to as revolutionary 3D 
should pique the interest 
of even the most ardent 
anti-Anderson brigade; 
sadly, however, much 
like the 3D that is on 
display. The Three 
Musketeers is a disap¬ 
pointing mess of a film 
that, while vaguely 
entertaining, is of a very 
low standard. 

Given Anderson’s 
movie resume, he was 
hardly going to embark 
on a faithful adaption of 
the classic story, but the 
one that has made the 
screen (scripted by 
Andrew Davis and Alex 
Litvak) becomes an 
unholy mess of futuristic 
technology and sub¬ 
terfuge against the old 
fashioned swashbuck¬ 
ling you would expect. 
While Dumas’ novel

is the basis, there seems 
to be far less attention 
paid to the actual mus¬ 
keteers themselves and 
more to the plot that 
goes on around them. 

The journey of how 
D’Artagnan meets the 
musketeers and then 
becomes one is given 
such short shrift that the 
four characters who 
should be the main driv¬ 
ing force of the story 
are, at times, left hang¬ 
ing in the wind by a 
story that tries to be oh 
so modern (using lies 
and force to coerce a 
country into war - how 
original) yet would have 
been better served with 
a little more faithfulness 
to the source material. 

Instead, much of the 
plot revolves around 
Milla Jovovich’s charac¬ 
ter and her double deal¬ 
ings as she acts as the 
intrinsic element in try¬ 
ing to get Europe to go 
to war (whoever said 
marrying your director 
was a poor idea) and 
though Mrs Anderson 
has certainly got the 
action heroine chops, 
her performance here is 
terrible, the musketeers 
taking a back seat to a 
truly wooden turn. 

While the musketeers 
themselves are likeable 
enough, none of the per¬ 
formances really hits 
home, as they are given 
so little to do that any 
intriguing backstory ele¬ 
ments (such as Aramis’ 
religious beliefs impact¬ 
ing on his duty) are 
ignored, while Logan 
Lerman’s D’Artagnan 
becomes your traditional 
bland and lifeless lead. 

With Orlando Bloom 
highlighting his own 
shortcomings as an actor 
with a preening per¬ 
formance devoid of any 
humour or charm as the 
Duke of Buckingham, 
and even Christoph 
Waltz laying back and 
thinking of the pay¬ 


cheque as Richelieu, the 
film doesn’t really stand 
on its performances. 

That being said, it 
certainly doesn’t scrimp 
on the visuals, the film 
looking far better than it 
actually should and 
bringing to mind what 
you would expect from 
a swashbuckler, while 
the use of warships and 
various other action set 
pieces are strongly 
directed from a man 
whose stock in trade is 
creating such moments. 

However, there is nei¬ 
ther enough swashbuck¬ 
ling action on display 
(Anderson preferring 
explosions and crashes 
to actual swordplay) nor 
does he make full use of 
the 3D effect - the film 
only sparingly using the 
technology to its fullest; 
a shame as his use of it 
on Resident Evil: 

Afterlife was strong. 

While Anderson and 
those responsible cre¬ 
atively for The Three 
Musketeers do try to do 
something a little differ¬ 
ent with the material, the 
end result just doesn’t 
work and feels like a 
mismatched mess with 
little to redeem it. 

What could have been 
a carnival of swordfights 
and derring-do, instead 
just feels like a pre¬ 
dictable and all-too-com- 
mon action blockbuster 
that offers the same sen¬ 
sibility every other 
action film does; the 
search for a decent Paul 
W S Anderson film con¬ 
tinues... 

VERDICT: 

Spectacle over sub¬ 
stance, The Three 
Musketeers is visually 
strong yet lacks anything 
below the surface. With 
performances that are 
either reined in by the 
script or simply just 
poor, Paul W S Anderson 
fails to make this 
Alexandre Dumas adap¬ 
tation anything to write 
home about; you’re bet¬ 
ter off tracking down the 
1973 Richard Lester ver¬ 
sion than this update. 
Poor.

NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY 


PENARTH AND DISTRICT 
RAMBLERS NEWS 


THE last walk com¬ 
pleted by the 
Penarth group as 
part of Ramblers 
‘A Walk in the 
Woods Week’ festi¬ 
val featured wood¬ 
land in the Cardiff 
area around Castell 
Coch. 

The red castle is a 
19th century Victorian 
folly built in the Gothic 
style for John Patrick 
Crichton-Stuart, the 3rd 
Marquess of Bute from a 
design by William 
Burges. 

Situated on the Taff 
gorge on a steep hillside 
above Tongwynlais, it 
took ten more years after 
Burges died to complete 
and then was never real¬ 
ly used as a Bute family 
home. 

Leaders Pam and 
Krys were joined by 
three walkers in the cas¬ 
tle car park and followed 
an undulating path to 
Heol y Fforest and local 
nature reserve at 
Fforestganol. 

Above the M4 on 
Rhiwbina Hill, once 
stood a medieval motte, 
the Rhiwbina Twmpath 
(from the Welsh tump or 
hillock) built by the 
Normans to resist the 
attacks of their Welsh 
enemies coming down 
Cwm Nofydd pass, 
which followed the path 
of the Cwm Nofydd 
stream which still flows 
through the valley. The 
earliest mention of the 
Twmpath dates to the 
13 th century. 

Following a bridle 


path, they continued 
uphill to reach open 
ground and a fine view 
of Craig yr Allt standing 
at 273 metres (896ft), 
which overlooks 
Caerphilly to the east 
and Nantgarw and Taff’s 
Well in the southwest. 

Reaching the Black 
Cock Inn, which by 
coincidence was hosting 
a beer and cider festival, 
they stopped for refresh¬ 
ments - under strict 
orders from the leaders 
to consume only one 
drink, or else! 

Following the trail 
firstly uphill then steeply 
down through wide 
paths in Fforest Fawr, 
another ancient wood 
with open access, they 
returned to Castell Coch.

Coping with the late 
onset of autumn... 


I S autumn really 
here? The tem¬ 
peratures at the 
latter part of 
September and the 
first days of 
October would not 
lead you to believe 
it. 

As of yet, I have not 
carried out any Varroa 
mite treatments because 
the bees are still bring¬ 
ing in pollen and nectar, 
and the queens are still 
laying. 

We are advised to 
have all our bees treated 
for Varroa in August, 
and to have completed 
any feeding that is 
required by the end of 
September. This is 
sound advice if condi¬ 
tions are what we under¬ 
stand as normal. 
However, conditions are 
not exactly normal. 

The bees are still very 
active and activity 
means consumption of 
food to provide the ener¬ 
gy required to keep a 
colony viable. Any 
feeding to date may well 
have to be repeated to 
give the bees sufficient 
stores to get them 
through the winter, 
which will eventually 
arrive. 

As to the Varroa treat¬ 
ment, conditions and cir¬ 
cumstances have pre¬ 
vented me from carrying 
out this task, so I will 
keep you informed as to 
the outcome of this 
somewhat late approach. 

On the subject of the 
Varroa mite, I have 
talked to several begin¬ 
ners and in particular to 
a young lady who 
attended an eco/green 
event held earlier this 
year at Fonmon, who 
gave me the impression 
that having a 
Varroa/open mesh floor 
on a hive was all that 
was required to control 
the mites. 

She could not see any 
mites on her bees or on 
the ground beneath the 
hive and was convinced 
that no mites were pres¬ 
ent within the colony. 

If she continues with 
this approach, her bees 
will eventually die out 
and in the meanwhile, 
her colony will be a 
source of mites that can 
re-infect anyone around 
her. 

Assuming that your 
bees are now settled for 
the winter, look to the 
storing of any items not 
required for use in the 
coming winter i.e. super

Remembering an 
historical figure 


THE year 2011 
marks the 75th 
anniversary of the 
outbreak of the 
Spanish Civil War, 
in which an esti¬ 
mated 2,500 
Welshmen fought, 
and many women 
too - sometime in 
non-combat roles. 

One south Walian, an 
ex-Welsh Guardsman, T 
A R Hyndman (known 
as ‘Tom’) fought in the 
battle of Jarama, having 
joined the British 
International Brigade as 
a communist. 

As a result of this 
experience in the front 
line, and behind it, he 
returned extremely chas¬ 
tened, and as an anar¬ 
chist. 

Subsequently, and 
before the Civil War too, 
he worked and lived 
with Stephen Spender, 
later Sir Stephen 
Spender, the poet, and 


was also a friend of W H 
Auden, Isherwood, Cyril 
Connolly and other liter¬ 
ary giants - even Sally 
Bowles {Cabaret), Lady 
Ottoline Morel and 
George Orwell. 

Now, as I knew Tom 
well for the last 20 or so 
years of his life, I and 
two other past friends of 
his - both film makers - 
distant or otherwise, 
who are still living here 
in Wales, and although I 
did meet a few at Tom’s 
funeral, I have not yet 
retained their details.

Land Rover proves itself 
to be a good long drive... 


WHILE Jeep stakes 
claim to introducing 
the first four-wheel 
drive off-roader, 
Land Rover quickly 
established itself as 
dominant in the 
field, quite literally. 

Introduced in 1948, 
the British-built vehicle 
has become known the 
world over for its ability 
to tackle the harshest ter¬ 
rains, winning what has 
surely become the 
longest commission in 
the British Army, which 
has loyally used it since 
the 1950s. 

In the 1990s, the man¬ 
ufacturer realised there 
was a gap in the market 
between the basic 
Defender and the luxury 
Range Rover, and so the 
Freelander was born in 
1997. 

For the past week, I’ve 
been testing the 
Freelander 2 SD4 HSE, 
and it’s been an absolute 
pleasure and privilege to 
drive. 

The traditional igni¬ 
tion has been replaced by 
a hole that the key fob 
slots into, to the left of 
the steering wheel, and 
then a start/stop button 
directly above. 

This top-of-the-range 
£36,245 (including VAT) 
vehicle has a high-up 
driving position that 
reminds me of my horse 
riding days. But that’s 
where the comparison 
ends, because while 
horse riding leaves the

Control (ESC) while to 
the right is the Hill 
Descent Control (HDC). 

The driver, no matter 
how incompetent, can 
switch easily and safely 
between the settings 
required for different ter¬ 
rains. 

A certain Mr Clarkson 
raves about the HDC 
switch, which allows any 
fool to drive the 
Freelander down a sharp 
incline without applying 
the brakes - the vehicle 
doing this for you - 
meaning that it won’t 
skid with the driver los¬ 
ing control. 

The Freelander is 
equally at home in a field 
or the outside lane, and 
the sizeable fuel tank 
means that it doesn’t 
need to make frequent 
fuel stops. It will travel 
well over 500 miles on a 
tank of diesel. 

Inside, driver and pas¬ 
sengers are treated to a 
hardwearing ebony inte¬ 
rior and Windsor leather 
seats. The dashboard is 
well set out. It’s home to 
all the mod cons today’s 


not very fit (me) with a 
bit of difficulty walking, 
the Tandy, with its 
smooth ride, delivers you 
to your destination coolly 
and calmly, with no 
aching joints! 

The high-up driving 
position (higher than 
many supposed 4x4s of a 
similar size from Nissan, 
BMW and Mitsubishi, 
for instance) is useful for 
seeing far ahead over the 
roofs of other vehicles, 
providing the driver with 
advance warning of any 
traffic problems. 

With its 210mm 
ground clearance, off¬ 
road jaunts really are 
great fun with few obsta¬ 
cles posing problems. 

In front of the smooth 
automatic gearbox is a 
dial with a switch either 
side. Turn the dial and 
the Terrain Response 
Special Programs feature 
appears on the dash¬ 
board. There are three 
options: Grass Gravel 
Snow, Mud Ruts and 
Sand. 

The left switch is the 
Electronic Stability 


drivers expect, including 
heated seats, air condi¬ 
tioning and electric win¬ 
dows. It even comes with 
an electric sliding sun¬ 
roof, which is much 
appreciated on a hot 
summer’s day. 

When the sunroof is 
open, it slides over the 
glass roof panel for the 
rear passengers, which 
seems a bit of a flawed 
design. 

I also think that the 
boot, which opens like a 
hatchback, would be eas¬ 
ier to operate if it opened 
like a door, as on other 
4x4s including the 
Freelander’s bigger 
brother, the Discovery. 

A friend of mi ne is a 
design engineer at Land 
Rover and claims to have 
designed this very boot, 
so I’d better have a word 
with him. 

The 2.2-litre diesel 
unit is smooth and pulls 
strongly from low-down, 
however it isn’t especial¬ 
ly quick. When the 
accelerator is pressed 
firmly to the floor, there’s 
a couple of seconds delay 
before the engine 
responds, meaning that 
demanding overtaking 
requires a little extra 
planning than usual.

WILL THIRD PLACE BE THE WORLD CUP CONSOLATION PRIZE? 

MISSED KICKS (AND A RED CARD) 
END BRAVE WELSH BID FOR GLORY 


THE size of the challenge that faced 
coach Warren Gatland’s young team 
in what had been billed as “the biggest 
game in Welsh rugby history” at Eden 
Park, Auckland, on Saturday, can be 
gauged from the fact that France had 
won nine of the previous 12 matches 
between the two countries, the most 
recent being a 28-9 drubbing in this 
year’s Six Nations. 

They have invariably been high-scoring 
encounters between two instinctively 
attack-minded rivals with a shared running 
rugby philosophy (the last three clashes 
alone had yielded 69 points for France to 51 
for Wales). 

However, this was something different - 
the semi-final of Rugby World Cup 2011, 
with far more than usual at stake - so a 
cautious approach might have been expect¬ 
ed from a still-maturing Wales team against 
a seasoned French line-up bristling with 
caps, albeit riven by disharmony off the 
field and totally nondescript on it during 
this World Cup campaign. 

In the event, the qualities that have char¬ 
acterised these exciting young Welsh play¬ 
ers Down Under, supreme physical fitness, 
utter fearlessness and growing mental 
strength, were to be tested to the utmost in 
this dramatic decider for a place in next 
Sunday’s final. 

Taking the field with just one enforced 
change - James Hook coming in for the 
injured Rhys Priestland at outside half -

they immediately took the game to a with¬ 
drawn France, going three points up after 
nine minutes through a penalty by Hook, 
and seemingly set fair for yet another 
dynamic display of the kind that has won 
widespread plaudits in New Zealand. 

Then came a catalogue of misfortune that 
was to change everything: First the corner¬ 
stone of the Welsh pack, Lions’ tight-head 
Adam Jones, limped off with a calf injury - 
followed by open-side flanker and inspira¬ 
tional skipper, Sam Warburton, who was 
controversially red-carded in the 18th 
minute for what was deemed to be a dan¬ 
gerous tackle, though clearly without intent. 

With Wales suddenly reduced to 14 men 
and shorn of two of their most influential 
forwards, the French gratefully took a 6-3 
half-time lead through two penalties by 
scrum-half Morgan Parra. 

A sadly out-of-sorts Hook had failed to 
take his chance to regain the Number 10 
shirt in Priestland’s absence, and after a 
missed drop-goal and two penalty attempts 
that would have restored the lead for his 
bravely-battling side, it was no surprise 
when he was replaced by Stephen Jones 
soon after the change-over - just as Parra 
added a third successful penalty for France. 

Little did we know then that this would 
complete the Gallic scoring and that they 
would spend the next hour desperately try¬ 
ing to keep 14-man Wales at bay. 

Roared on by their travelling fans and 


many more at home, including 62,000 
watching on big screens at Cardiff’s 
Millennium Stadium (outnumbering those 
at the actual match) depleted Wales pro¬ 
ceeded to mount one of the most valiant 
battles against the odds seen on an interna¬ 
tional rugby field for many a year. 

Their fighting spirit was epitomised by 
scrum half Mike Phillips’ solo blindside 
dash for the only try of the game, and 
incredibly, they could have even taken the 
lead had Stephen Jones’ conversion attempt 
not hit the post. 

After the normally reliable Scarlet also 
fluffed an attempted drop goal, Wales had 
yet another chance to grab a win they rich¬ 
ly deserved, when they were awarded a 
penalty on halfway - and thousands of fans 
at home and abroad held their breath as 
long range specialist Leigh Halfpenny, who 
had given another assured display at full 
back, stepped up. 

Alas, it was not to be, for his effort fell 
inches short of the crossbar and despite 
going through two dozen phases, Wales 
were unable to breach the frantic French 
defence, before time ran out for a heroic, 
but ultimately galling one-point defeat. 

Looking up at the 8-9 scoreboard, this 
most untypical of French sides, who had 
lost two earlier pool matches and had con¬ 
sistently under-performed throughout the 
competition, will have been as surprised as 
everyone else to find themselves in the 


World Cup final. 

A seething Warren Gatland said after¬ 
wards: “//ee/ empty because the result wasn’t 
ours to control in the end. Our destiny has 
been taken out of our hands by the red card. 
Sam Warburton is not a dirty player... so why 
spoil a World Cup semi-final?’^ 

It was a good question, for though the 
incident certainly merited a penalty and 10 
minutes in the sin bin, total banishment did 
seem rather harsh, given the nature of the 
offence and the unique importance of the 
occasion. 

If any further action was thought neces¬ 
sary that could surely have been left to the 
citing official. 

One wonders if the referee would dare 
take such action against the All Blacks, 
should a similar situation arise during the 
World Cup final against France on Sunday! 

As for Wales, the repercussions linger on, 
with Warburton now banned for three 
weeks, which means he will be out of 
tomorrow’s battle for third place against 
Australia (who were crushed 20-6 by New 
Zealand on Sunday). 

Ironically, it is a repeat of the 1987 play¬ 
off, which Wales won 22-21, thanks to the 
boot of Paul Thorburn in the dying 
moments. 

Victory could go some way to easing the 
team’s acute disappointment and bring a 
deserved consolation prize for the young 
Welsh players who have excelled themselves 
both on and off the field over the past weeks.

ANOTHER Saturday, 
another away game, anoth¬ 
er Athletic display lacking 
purpose or cohesion. 

Conditions were ideal for open 
rugby as spectators gathered to 
enjoy this local derby and put the 
disappointment of Wales’ defeat in 
New Zealand behind them. 

It was the Llanharan spectators

They are a team that need to 
rediscover an edge to their game 
and a lot more flair and subtlety to 
their back play in order to release 
finishers such as Lewis Harrhy, 
who did not get a pass worth talk¬ 
ing about in this game.
